ding ſome of Mr. Pope's; they are neither 
too allegorical, nor are they too much inclined to 
Ruſticity: The Author has avoided making his 
Swains wanton and immodeſt, a Fault which is 
generally charged upon Theocritus. In the fol- 
lowing Eclogues, he has endeavoured to excell in 
Simplicity and Propriety of Style. He has not 
introduced any Fiſhermen among his Shepherds 
as ſome Paſtoral Poets have done before him, but 
has been uniform in his Perſons in Imitation of 
Virgil. His Deſcriptions are after the Manner of 
Mr. Pope, tho much inferior to thoſe penned 
by that judicious Writer; three of theſe Paſtorals 
were produced at eighteen, at a Time when the 
Genius is ſuppoſed to be Toes os not arrived 
at it's full Perfection. 

If there is any Thing pleaſing in theſe alia
